5  of  the  Town  Tax  Maps  for  the  Town  of  Lyndeborough 
currently  zoned  Rural  Lands  One,  so  that  it  is  changed  to 
"Limited  Commercial",  the  said  lot  being  situated  on  the 
westerly  side  of  Route  31  North  and  at  the  northerly  side  of 
the  intersection  of  Gulf  Road  with  Route  31  North.

206.6  General  Requirements.   Prior  to  the  issuance 
of  any  building  permit  for  a  proposed  permitted  use  or  use 
allowed  by  special  exception  by  this  Ordinance,  the 
applicant  proposing  such  use  shall  first  obtain  approval  of 
a  site  plan  for  the  proposed  use  from  the  Planning  Board  in 
accordance  with  the  Non-Residential  Site  Plan  Review 
Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Lyndeborough.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  grant  a  franchise  to  construct,  operate, 
maintain  and  reconstruct  a  cable  communications  system 
within  the  streets,  alleys,  and  public  ways  of  the  Town,  in 
accordance  with  RSA  53 :C,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  9.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  intermunicipal  agreement  with  the 
Milford  Area  Communications  Center  for  the  provisions  of 
communication  along  with  other  towns  set  forth  in  said 
agreement  for  the  purposes  described  therein,  including  the 
delivery  of  communications  and  dispatch  services  to  the 
member  towns,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  eleven  thousand,  four  hundred  fifty  dollars

contract  with  Monadnock  Communications  Inc.  to  provide 
dispatch  services  for  the  Lyndeborough  Highway,  Police,  Fire 
Depts.  and  the  Ambulance  Service.   Paper  ballot  requested. 
(By  Petition) 


ARTICLE  11.   To  see  whether  the  Town  will  vote  to  deposit  10 
percent  of  the  revenues  collected  pursuant  to  RSA  79-A  (the 
land  use  change  tax)  in  the  conservation  fund  in  accordance 
with  RSA  36-A:5  III  as  authorized  by  RSA  79-A: 25  II. 

ARTICLE  12.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  forty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($48,000)  for  the 
purchase  of  a  Mack  dump  truck  for  the  Highway  Department, 
and  to  raise  such  sum  by  serial  notes  or  bonds,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.   (Recommended  by  the  Budget 
committee) 

ARTICLE  13.    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  to 
construct  an  addition  to  the  present  cannon  shed  at  Citizens 
Hall  for  use  by  the  Lafayette  Artillery,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  14.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  for  an 
engineering  study  of  the  Old  Temple  Road  stone  arch  bridges, 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.   (Recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee) 

ARTICLE  15.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
Budget  as  prepared  by  the  Budget  Committee  or  make  any 
alterations  thereto,  so  as  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensviing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

This  has  not  been  an  easy  year  for  the  Budget  Committee. 
While  we  have  heen  very  much  aware  of  the  impact  of  the 
school  addition,  we  have  had  to  recognize  the  fact  that 
other  departments  have  pressing  needs. 

Citizen's  Hall  requires  a  considerable  amount  of  work  to 
meet  the  State  Fire  Marshall's  standards.   The  ambulance 
has  bought  itself  a  new  home.   The  highway  truck  needs  to 
be  replaced.   And,  a  new  town  barn,  finally? 

All  necessary;  all  planned  for  in  the  Capital  Improvements 
Plan;  all  expensive. 

Again,  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  worthiness  of  Capital 
Reserve  Funds  for  Fire  and  Highway  equipment.   If,  in  1980, 
when  the  highway  truck  was  purchased,  the  Town  had  put  away 
$5000.00  a  year  for  a  new  one  .  .  .  well,  think  about  it. 

Citizen  participation  in  the  budget  process  has  not  been 
forthcoming.   I  would  much  prefer  to  have  people  attend  the 
Budget  Committee  meetings  to  advise  us  of  their 
recommendations  rather  than  ask  us  at  the  Public  Hearing 
why  this  or  that  is  not  included  in  the  budget. 

Next  year,  I'm  sure  will  be  almost  as  difficult  as  this 
year.   Hard  decisions  will  have  to  be  made,  hard  money  will 
have  to  be  spent,  and  many  feathers  will  have  to  be 
ruffled.   That  is  the  budget  process.   Hopefully,  we  will 
be  able  to  keep  all  three  under  control. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Budget  Committee 
members  and  department  heads  for  their  time  and  forbearance 
in  what  has  been,  for  this  year,  a  long  and  arduous 
proceeding.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  past  year  was  a  busy  and  demanding  one  for  the  Board 
with  emphasis  on  plans  for  upgrading  Crooked  S  Road,  Locust 
Lane  and  Emory  Holt  Road  to  support  new  development. 
Unfortunately,  although  the  developer  pays  the  major  share  of 
the  cost,  the  Town  is  responsible  for  the  cost  of  upgrading 
that  portion  of  the  road  serving  existing  residences. 
Additionally,  there  is  the  time  spent  by  the  Board,  the  Town 
Engineer  and  the  Road  Agent  ensuring  that  the  roads  will  meet 
the  required  standards  and  not  become  a  liability  to  the  Town 
after  the  developer  has  departed. 

Another  concern  has  been  the  Stone  Arch  Bridge  on  Old  Temple 
Road.  A  committee  was  formed  to  study  all  aspects  of  the 
problem  and  return  to  the  Board  with  their  findings.   Although 
at  the  time  of  writing,  the  Board  has  not  received  any 
conclusive  report  from  the  Committee,  it  is  known  that  there 
is  no  quick,  easy  or  low  cost  solution.  The  problem  really 
encompasses  the  whole  road  and  bridge  system  supporting  that 
area  of  the  Town.  With  consideration  for  public  safety, 
enf ironmental  impact  and  legal  liability,  the  Board  is  asking 
for  $5,000  to  fund  the  engineering  study  and  planning  required 
for  this  project. 

The  Board  has  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  negotiating  with 
the  principals  of  B.C.W.  Realty  Trust  for  the  aquisition  of 
land  and  buildings  for  a  Town  Barn  and  storage  area.  The  land 
is  approximately  three  (3)  acres  and  the  existing  building 
when  renovated  will  provide  a  50  ft  by  100  ft  masonary 
structure  with  adequate  storage  space  for  all  highway 
equipment,  a  heated  bay  for  equipment  maintenance,  an  office 
for  the  Road  Agent  and  concrete  bins  for  salt  storage.   The 
renovations  also  include  a  well  and  a  septic  system. 

An  article  is  in  the  Town  Warrant  asking  for  $130,000.00  to 
aquire  property  and  complete  the  renovations.  The  Board  feels 
this  is  a  unique  one-time  opportunity,  it  is  long  range 
planning  and  it  is  on  schedule  with  the  Capital  Improvement 
Plan.  The  Board  asks  for  your  support  to  make  this  happen. 

The  State  Fire  Marshal  visited  Citizens  Hall  during  the  past 
year,  meeting  later  with  the  Board  to  discuss  the  fire  and 
safety  violations  he  found  in  the  Hall.  Most  were  of  a  minor 
nature,  some  however,  are  major  and  until  they  are  corrected 
the  Hall  is  restricted  to  a  maximum  of  50  persons. 

Another  issue  being  addressed  by  the  Board  is  Communications. 
At  the  last  Town  Meeting,  it  was  moved  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  Milford  Area  Communication  Center  (MACC  Base) 
for  communication  service.  Unfortunately,  despite  a  majority 
vote  in  the  affirmative  it  was  found  to  be  invalid  because  the 
article  was  not  in  the  Warrant.  Fortunately  for  the  Town  MACC 
Base  agreed  to  a  one  year  contract  to  cover  the  Town  until 
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such  time  the  Town  could  hold  a  legal  vote  on  the  matter. 

There  Is  a  Warrant  Article  to  enter  into  a  Municipal  agreement 
with  the  towns  of  the  Milford  Area  Communications  Center  to 
provide  communication  support  for  Fire,  Police,  Ambulance  and 
Highway  Departments. 

There  is  also  a  petition  Warrant  article  asking  the  town  to 
raise  money  and  enter  into  a  one  year  contract  with  Monadnock 
Communications  Inc.  to  provide  Communication  support  for  the 
Town. 

The  Selectmen  met  with  Communication  representatives  and  the 
prime  users:  the  Fire  Chief,  Police  Chief  and  Road  Agent  to 
discuss  the  pros  and  cons  of  both  systems.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the  majority  of  the  prime  users  that  it 
is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  to  remain  with  Milford 
Area  Communications  Center. 

This  past  year,  and  let  it  be  noted,  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years,  the  Town  Budget  was  overspent.  The  majority  of  the 
overspending  was  in  two  accounts,  the  Highway  Department  and 
Town  Insurance  premiums.  The  former  was  incurred  by  the 
purchase  of  spare  parts  for  equipment  maintenance  and 
materials  for  road  maintenance.  The  overspending  in  Insurance 
premiums  was  created  by  a  decision  to  change  to  a  total 
coverage  by  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association,  giving 
the  Town  better  coverage  for  less  money.  The  opportunity  to  do 
this  occurs  only  in  July.  Therefore,  for  a  brief  time  the  Town 
was  carrying  double  premiums.  Eventually,  the  Town  will 
receive  a  rebate  from  the  former  carrier  which  will  help 
offset  the  cost  of  the  changeover.  Unfortunately,  the  rebate 
has  not  yet  been  received  so  will  be  shown  as  a  deficit  for 
fiscal  1988. 

The  Selectmen  are  also  concerned  that  for  the  first  time  since 
the  Town  instituted  semi  annual  taxes,  the  Town  was  forced  to 
borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  This  situation  was  created  by 
an  unusual  number  of  property  owners  being  very  late  or 
delinquent  paying  their  taxes.   Although  the  Town  can  collect 
interest  on  delinquent  and  late  taxes,  the  cash  flow  required 
to  support  the  schools  and  town  services  is  interrupted  and 
the  Town  is  forced  to  borrow  money. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  departments  and 
committees  for  their  selfless  and  unstinting  support  of  the 
Town.  Without  the  services  of  these  good  people,  Lyndeborough 
would  cease  to  function  as  the  pleasant  rural  community  we  are 
fortunate  to  be  a  part  of.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BRIDGE  COMMITTEE 

A  Bridge  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in 
September,  1988.   It  was  tasked  to  seek,  and  evaluate 
alternative  solutions  to  the  seriously  diminished  load 
rating  of  the  Stone  Arch  Bridges,  Old  Temple  Road.   In 
addition,  the  Committee  was  asked  to  study  the  connection 
problem  of  Old  Temple  Road  to  Route  31  plus  the  condition  of 
Pettingill  Hill  Road.   In  essence,  we  were  asked  to  evaluate 
a  syatem  of  roads  and  structures.   We  were  tasked  to 
emphasize  preservation  of  aesthetics  and  historical  features 
of  the  site. 

For  those  not  familiar  with  the  issue,  the  State  D.O.T.  has 
reported,  in  their  successive  annual  inspections,  on  the 
progressive  deterioration  to  the  structures  and  insisted  on 
corrective  actions.   The  Town  limited  the  load  to  6,000 
pounds  and  single  lane  traffic  of  passenger  vehicles.   As 
such,  vehicles  like  fire  trucks,  ambulances,  and  fuel  trucks 
are  prohibited.   Lack  of  safety  features  pose  a  further  Tort 
risk  to  the  Town. 

The  Committee,  so  far,  met  six  times  at  public  session.   We 
reviewed  and  analyzed  products  of  several  outside  technical 
meetings  with  State  and  local  (private)  civil  and  structural 
engineering  professionals.   Reports  were  written  to  document 
the  proceedings  as  we  went  along.   A  broad  spectrum  of 
solutions  were  openly  discussed  with  public  participants  at 
the  meetings. 

We  considered: 

-  A  newly  constructed  road  and  bridge  to  the  northwest  of 
and  bypassing  the  existing  site.   The  Town  would  build  the 
road  and  the  State  the  bridge  and  a  new  railway  crossing. 

-  Same  as  the  above,  but  the  Town  would  be  responsible  for 
the  road,  bridge  and  crossing. 

-  Several  proven  techniques  of  bolstering  the  present  block 
structures,  adding  a  single  or  dual  lane  deck  with  curbing 
and  approved  guardrails. 

-  And  finally,  the  "do-nothing  option".   That  at  first 
glance  would  be  least  expensive  . . .  closing  the  bridges  to 
traffic.   Such,  however,  would  divert  traffic  to  Pettingill 
Hill  Road,  making  it  the  corridor  to  South  Lyndeborough. 
That  road  study  was  prepared  and  the  cost  was  substantial. 

At  this  writing  for  the  Town  Report,  the  data  is  all  in  and 
the  wrap-up  meeting  scheduled  for  February  15,  1989.   The 
Committee  will  firm  its  recommendations  strengthened  by  the 
advisories  supplied  by  two  outside  consulting  firms.   We 
will  complete  the  cost  forecast  and  the  final  report. 
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Because  of  the  critical  time  element  and  the  serious  road 
situation,  we've  asked  the  Selectmen  to  include  a  $5,000 
article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  F/Y  1989  Budget.   This  will 
test  the  sentiment  and  the  support  of  the  Town  for  the 
structural  plan  that  the  Committee  proposes.   The  $5,000 
will  cover  the  civil  engineering,  survey  work,  test  borings, 
and  soil  mechanics  at  the  abutments  and  a  final  analysis  of 
the  exiting  structures.   Th.is  preliminary  work  is  essential 
to  scope  and  fine-tune  the  final  design. 

The  real  project  would  then  be  scheduled  for  1990.   The 
complete  engineering,  detail  drawing,  specifications, 
bidding  and  award  of  a  turnkey  firm-fixed  price  project 
would  take  place. 

'I^e  Committee  is  prepared  to  discuss  the  proposed  work  at 
the  March  Town  Meeting.   The  final  published  report  by  the 
Committee  will  be  available  concurrent  to  the  1988  Town 
Report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1988  revealed  a  drastic  increase  in  both  calls  for  service  to 
the  community,  and  summons  issued  to  offenders.   Calls  for 
service  increased  62%  over  1987,  and  court  activity  jumped  by 
279%  for  the  same  period.   The  majority  of  the  court  activity 
is  in  direct  response  to  public  demand  for  increased  patrols 
on  Route  31  and  during  hours  when  school  children  are  going 
to,  and  coming  from  school.   A  portion  of  the  costs  for 
additional  patrol  hours  was  deferred  by  a  Federally  funded 
program  administered  by  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety 
Agency . 

The  diversity  of  complaints  handled  this  year  has  been  a 
strain  on  the  manpower.   In  October,  the  department 
investigated  a  bombing  episode  which  resulted  in  the 
apprehension  of  an  individual  who  was  subsequently  charged 
with  three  felony  counts.   Despite  the  thoroughness  of  the 
police  investigation,  the  department  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  an  alert  citizen  who  reported  unusual  activity  in  this 
case.   Without  information  provided  by  citizens,  results  such 
as  these  are  more  difficult  and  time-consuming  for  the  police 
department. 

High  standards  in  training  for  all  members  of  the  department 
has  been  a  priority  during  the  past  year.   All  members  of  the 
department  are  now  certified  law  enforcement  officers  under 
the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council's 
part  time  and  full  time  police  academies.   In  addition  to 
previous  training  requirements,  the  State  has  now  mandated  an 
additional  eight  hours  of  in-service  training  for  all  police 
officers,  and  this  requirement  is  being  met  through  monthly 
in-service  training  sessions  attended  by  all  department 
personnel.   Some  of  this  in-service  training  requirement  is 
being  fulfilled  through  attendance  at  training  sessions 
sponsored  by  Troop  B  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police. 

In  an  effort  to  provide  maximum  safety  for  school  children, 
going  to  and  from  school,  and  through  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  Lyndeborough  Police  Department,  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Transportation,  and  the  Public  Service  Company 
of  New  Hampshire,  a  three  foot  paved  shoulder  was  added  to 
Route  31  in  the  area  of  the  school  to  provide  a  walking  lane 
for  the  children.   In  addition,  the  department  has  sponsored 
a  Safety  Patrol,  in  which  the  older  children  are  given  the 
opportunity  to  assist  the  younger  children  in  maintaining 
safety  standards  during  the  school  commute.   This,  and  other 
safety  programs  in  the  school,  have  been  a  great  success  this 
year,  and  we  look  forward  to  the  continued  positive  contact 
with  the  youth,  as  well  as  the  citizens  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LYNDEBOROUGH  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1988 

1988  saw  the  Department  responding  to  34  calls:   5 
chimney,  15  mutual  aid,  3  brush,  4  alarm,  1  dumpster,  1  car, 
1  explosive  device  and  4  structure.   The  most  serious  fire 
of  the  year  was  that  of  the  Clark  residence  on  Beasom  Road. 
The  main  section  of  the  house  was  destroyed  as  the  fire  had 
apparantly  been  burning  for  quite  some  time  before  being 
discovered.   We  were  able,  through  assistance  from  other 
Towns,  to  save  the  ell  of  the  house. 

Another  incident  this  year  put  our  Department  and 
Mutual  Aid  system  to  a  test.   As  2  of  our  trucks  were 
standing  by  and  assisting  the  Police  at  the  scene  of  an 
explosive  device  discovery  on  Tarn  Road,  a  structure  fire 
was  reported  at  the  Connors  residence  on  Pettingill  Hill 
Road.   As  we  had  firefighters  standing  by  at  our  station 
they  quickly  had  a  truck  on  the  scene  and  Mutual  Aid  was  not 
far  behind.   A  combination  of  fortunate  timing  and  a  good 
attack  on  the  fire  limited  damages  to  a  kitchen  and  bedroom 
wall. 

Training  continues  to  be  emphasized.   Firefighters  Mike 
Campbell  and  Tom  McEntee  completed  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Firefighter  I  course. 

Improvements  around  the  station  consisted  of 
excavating  for  drainage,  waterproofing  two  troublesome  walls 
and  backfilling  with  crushed  stone.   The  Town  purchased  the 
waterproofing  materials,  the  Department  provided  the  labor 
and  Quinn  Brothers  donated  the  crushed  stone.   Our  thanks  go 
to  Quinn  Brothers  and  also  to  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
use  of  their  equipment.   Another  major  improvement  was  that 
of  repairing  the  driveway.   This  task  was  much  needed  and  we 
are  grateful  for  the  Town  funds  to  do  this. 

As  projected,  our  1972  tanker  chassis  was  replaced  with 
a  1974  chassis  using  budgeted  money.   We  believe  we  have 
located  an  excellent  second  hand  chassis  for  this  purpose. 
The  Department  is  especially  grateful  to  Dennis  Slocomb  who 
donated  all  labor  and  materials  to  recondition  and  paint  the 
body  of  our  newly  acquired  chassis.   Our  helmets  are  off  to 
you  Dennis. 

The  Department  was  also  pleased  to  learn  of  a  $1500 
grant  from  IBM.   Firefighter  Mike  Campbell  is  an  employee  of 
IBM.   Through  his  efforts  we  drafted  a  proposal  for  the 
money,  submitted  it  to  his  company  and  were  fortunate  enough 
to  be  selected  as  a  recipient.   We  will  use  the  money  to 
purchase  a  generator  and  lights  for  the  cascade  trailer  we 
acquired  last  year.   This  addition  will  greatly  enhance  the 
safety  at  night  time  incidents.   Thanks  Mike  and  IBM. 

Although  we  are  not  voting  members  of  the  Milford  Area 
Communications  Center  we  are  participating  and  using  their 
services.   To  date  we  have  been  very  satisfied  with  the 
service  received.   We  strongly  support  the  question  to 
formally  enter  into  the  agreement  with  MACC  that  will  be 
presented  at  the  Town  Meeting  this  year. 
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Three  familiar  faces  are  no  longer  on  the  Department. 
Bruce  Houston  and  Dave  Wadleigh  have  moved  from  Town  and 
after  many  years  of  service.  Bob  Coding  has  decided  to 
retire.   These  were  men  who  could  always  be  counted  on.   We 
are  most  grateful  for  the  many  years  of  service  they  gave. 

In  closing  I  would  once  again  like  to  thank  the  Town 
Agencies,  Ladies  Auxiliary  and  residents  of  the  Town  for 
their  continued  and  appreciated  support.

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J.  A.  TARBELL  LIBRARY 
Librarian  and  Trustee's  Report 

Patrons:   Though  a  significant  portion  of  the  Library 
resources  are  allocated  to  adult  services,  the  primary 
focus  of  the  Library  continues  to  be  the  support  of  the 
Central  School  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  the  Babes  in  School 
Land  Preschool.   This  support  is  reflected  in  the  hours  of 
operation,  the  book  acquisitions  and  the  availability  of 
the  librarian. 

Hours:   The  summer /winter  alternating  schedule  will 
continue  this  year.   No  increase  in  library  hours  is 
budgeted,  but  some  additional  time  for  the  librarian  has 
been  reserved  outside  library  hours  so  she  can  tend  to 
administrative  tasks  which  cannot  be  done  while  serving 
patrons . 

Gifts:   The  Library  continues  to  rely  on  gifts  and 
donations  to  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  the 
services  it  offers.   A  substantial  portion  of  the  library's 
total  expenditures  come  from  sources  outside  the  Town 
budget.   We  continue  to  be  grateful  to  the  Lyndeborough 
Improvement  Society  which  for  many  years  has  paid  the 
library's  electric  bills. 

But  we  are  also  helped  by  individual  donations,  which  in 
1988  totaled  $680.15.   Some  of  these  are  made  to  bolster 
specific  collections,  such  as  ecology  or  geography;  other 
are  made  in  memory  of  persons  deceased  such  as  the 
donations  received  in  1988  in  memory  of  E.  George  Warren; 
others  are  given  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees.   Those  wishing  to  contribute  should  mail  their 
tax  deductible  checks  to  the  trustees  at  the  Library. 

Books,  both  new  and  used,  are  another  form  of  donation. 
Some  are  retained  for  our  collection,  others  are  used  in 
our  perpetual  book  sale,  which  in  1988  brought  in  $310.20. 
Please  bring  your  books  to  the  librarian  and  browse  (and 
buy)  those  on  sale. 

The  Library  Building:   In  1988  major  improvements  were 
made,  the  most  significant  of  which  was  the  extension  of 
the  front  steps  to  provide  a  platform  at  the  door  level. 
This  eliminated  an  unsafe  condition.   Through  the  fine  work 
of  John  Inkel  the  new  steps  retain  the  original  style  of 
the  building.   In  time  the  new  granite  will  weather  to 
match  the  old.   The  old  handrail,  which  has  been  donated  in 
memory  of  E.  Foster  Knight,  was  given  to  the  Lyndeborough 
Restoration  and  Preservation  Association  to  use  as  it  sees 
fit. 

We  are  grateful  to  Sunrise  Builders  for  donating  and 
installing  on  the  Library  roof  a  metal  diverter  which 
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shunts  rainwater  away  from  the  steps.   Francis  Thompson  has 
put  the  first  refinishing  coat  on  the  Library  floor  and  we 
expect  the  second  application  early  in  1989.   Further,  we 
upgraded  electrical  service  to  100  amps  and  replaced  the 
original  fuse  box  with  circuit  breakers.   Lastly,  the 
septic  system  was  completely  checked  out  to  insure  that  it 
was  not  leaking  into  nearby  wetlands. 

The  Library  building  is  available  for  organization  meetings 
when  not  open  for  normal  operation.   Contact  the  librarian 
(654-6790)  to  make  arrangements. 

Volunteers:   Besides  money  and  books,  the  Library  could  use 
additional  hands.   The  Friends  of  the  Library  is  a  support 
organization  which  takes  on  special  projects  such  as 
beautif ication  of  our  grounds,  specific  book  donations  and 
special  events.   Persons  interested  in  joining  or  finding 
out  more  should  contact  the  librarian.   Others  who  are 
interested  in  helping  with  library  administrative  tasks 
should  also  contact  Brenda. 

1988  Services:   Copies  of  all  previous  Town  Reorts  have 
been  bound  and  are  available  in  our  Archives  Collection.   A 
new  adult  Academic  American  Encyclopedia  has  been  purchased 
as  well  as  fifteen  new  books  on  tape.   Further  we  are 
participating  in  the  State  Library's  video  tapes  loan 
program  and  received  the  Hillstown  monthly  travelling 
collection.   Each  month's  tapes  are  centered  around  a 
specific  theme  such  as  March  of  Time,  short  stories,  Viet 
Nam,  American  music,  classic  comedy  and  the  like.   Tapes 
may  be  borrowed  at  no  charge.   Call  the  librarian  to  find 
out  what  is  available. 

Circulation  figures  for  1988  show  a  total  of  10,698  items 
circulated  for  an  average  of  over  205  per  week.   This 
includes  juvenile  books,  adult  fiction,  magazines, 
non-fiction  and  paperbacks.   Acquisitions  totaled  215 
hardcover  books  of  which  150  were  in  the  juvenile  area. 
424  items  were  acquired  through  inter library  loan,  and  50 
used  books  and  numerous  uncataloged  paperbacks  were  donated 
to  the  collection  by  patrons  and  other  libraries.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

The  continuing  growth  of  the  Town  has  made  1988  a 
busy  year  for  the  Highway  Department.   Recent  developers 
have  built  new  roads  or  have  submitted  plans  for  the 
upgrading  of  Class  VI  roads.   This  activity  adds  to  our 
work  load  and  will  increase  the  mileage  that  must  be 
maintained.   More  traffic  on  our  roads  means  more  frequent 
gravelling^  grading^  patching  and  paving,  as  well  as 
widening  and  improving  sight  distances  on  roads  that  have 
become  more  heavily  travelled. 

Lyndeborough  has  had  two  full-time  Highway  employees 
for  a  number  of  years,  with  additional  help  being  hired  for 
plowing  and  special  projects.   As  the  Town  has  grown,  the 
Highway  Department  has  not.   We  therefore  have  had  less 
time  to  implement  long-range  plans  and  more  often  are 
reacting  to  emergencies  and  crises.   The  Selectmen  have 
proposed  a  third  full-time  employee  for  the  Department. 
This  will  allow  us  more  time  for  planning,  account-keeping, 
supervision,  and  of  course,  more  time  working  on  the  roads. 
It  will  also  result  in  a  reduction  of  part-time  labor. 

The  Town's  aging  highway  equipment  is  feeling  the 
burden  of  increased  activity.   Your  Highway  Department  have 
been  able  to  perform  most  repairs  themselves,  saving  the 
Town  considerable  money.   A  reduction  in  the  amount 
requested  for  General  Expense  reflects  this  capability. 
However,  the  1980  International  truck  is  in  fragile 
condition  and  cannot  be  used  for  heavy  work.   We  have 
learned  from  experience  that  repairs  on  this  truck  can  be 
extremely  costly.   Therefore,  I  am  asking  the  Town  to 
replace  it.   The  Highway  Advisory  Committee  has  recommended 
a  Mack  diesel-powered  dump  truck,  not  only  for  its 
durability  and  dependability,  but  also  because  of  the 
financial  "deal"  we  can  make. 

An  article  in  the  Warrant  will  ask  the  Town  to 
acquire  a  piece  of  property  on  Locust  Lane  which  has  a 
building  suitable  for  renovation  to  make  a  Highway 
Department  garage.   As  you  may  know,  the  Department  has 
been  operating  under  very  primitive  conditions  for  many 
years.   The  new  facility  would  place  all  of  the  Town's 
equipment  under  cover  and  allow  more  efficient  maintenance 
and  repair.   It  would  also  permit  salt  storage  in  a 
weatherproof  area  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  ground 
water.   Removal  of  the  present  building  would  certainly 
enhance  the  attractiveness  of  our  historic  Center. 
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Since  becoming  your  Road  Agent  in  1985,  I  have  taken 
pride  in  giving  the  Town  my  best  efforts  and  keeping  within 
the  appropriations  in  the  Budget.   My  record  for  1985,  1986 
and  1987  reflects  this.   This  year,  expenditures  near  the 
end  of  the  year  exceeded  the  Budget  by  a  considerable 
amount.   While  I  may  offer  you  reasons  for  this,  it  does 
not  excuse  me  from  my  responsibility  to  the  Town.   After 
discussion  with  the  Selectmen,  we  have  set  up  tight 
budgetary  controls  to  prevent  overexpenditures  in  the 
future. 

1  again  wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  Lyndeborough 
for  their  help  and  cooperation.   I  hope  to  continue  to 
deserve  your  respect  and  trust  as  Road  Agent  for  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 
1988 

During  the  year,  12  regular  and  2  special  meetings 
were  held.   There  were  2  major  subdivisions  totalling  15 
lots  and  8  minor  subdivisions  totalling  19  lots  approved. 
Our  regulations  define  a  minor  subdivision  as  no  more  than 
3  lots.   He  also  recorded  5  lot  line  adjustments. 

Tlie  growth  management  ordinance  which  the  board 
proposed  was  adopted  at  the  March  town  meeting.   Brief ly, 
it  requires  one  to  get  a  growth  permit  before  a  building 
permit  can  be  obtained.   The  purpose  is  to  control  the 
number  of  permits  issued  each  year  in  order  to  have  orderly 
growth  not  subject  to  fluctuations  from  year  to  year.   The 
board  reviewed  the  results  at  the  end  of  the  year  as 
required  by  the  ordinance  and  found  that  all  the  permits 
were  not  used  up.   Those  not  used  will  be  added  to  the 
quota  for  next  year.   It  appears  that  cries  of  alarm  in 
some  quarters  were  not  warranted. 

In  October  the  board  completed  the  compilation  of  the 
zoning  regulations.   This  enabled  us  to  publish  in  a  binder 
in  loose  leaf  format  the  zoning  regulations,  subdivision 
regulations,  non-residential  site  plan  review  regulations, 
excavation  regulations,  building  code  and  street  design 
regulations.   Publishing  in  this  way  permits  future  changes 
to  be  made  by  republishing  affected  pages  only.   Copies  of 
the  whole  publication  or  any  individual  regulation  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Selectmen's  office. 

Although  money  is  appropriated  in  the  town  budget  each 
year  for  the  board,  our  fees  and  charges  return  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  town  nearly  an  equal  amount  as  a 
result  of  our  hearings.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LYNDEBOROUGH  CENTER  RESTORATION 
AND  PRESERVATION  ASSOCIATION 


During  the  past  year^  the  Lyndeborough  Center 
Restoration  and  Preservation  Association  has  worked  on  two 
major  projects:   the  steeple  of  the  Center  Church  and  the 
installation  of  a  heating  system  in  the  Center  Hall. 

The  belfry  in  the  church  has  been  enclosed  with 
shutters  to  keep  out  the  weather ;,  and  a  first  coat  of  paint 
has  been  applied  to  the  whole  steeple.   The  weathervane  has 
been  removed  and  sandblasted ^r  and  at  this  writing  is  being 
regilded.   The  shingles  on  the  spire  were  found  to  be  in 
good  condition  despite  their  age,  and  will  not  be  disturbed. 
Some  touching  up  of  the  metal  flashing  may  be  done  to  better 
blend  with  the  darkened  shingles.   As  soon  as  weather 
permits,  the  restored  weathervane  will  be  replaced,  and 
additional  coats  of  paint  will  be  applied  to  the  steeple. 

•An  oil-fired,  hot-air  heating  system  has  been 
installed  in  the  Center  Hall.   This  will  allow  the  Hall  to 
again  be  used  during  colder  weather.   This  coming  year,  the 
Association  will  concern  itself  with  providing  plumbing. 
Because  the  land  at  the  Historic  site  is  known  to  have  ledge 
very  close  to  the  surface,  the  expensive  and  most  difficult 
aspect  of  this  project  will  be  the  placement  of  a  septic 
system. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  continued 
support  of  the  restoration  of  our  beautiful  Center,  and 
especially  the  individuals  whose  generous  donations  have 
made  our  work  possible.

The  Robert's  Brothers 
Circus  entertained  children  and  adults  alike  at  the  Goss 
Park  ball  field.   The  second  annual  bus  trip  to  see  a  Red 
Sox  game  took  place  in  September.

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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer 
January  1989 

It  was  indeed  an  honor  to  be  appointed  to  the  newly  created 
staff  position. .. "Town  Engineer".   I  have  endeavored  to  maintain 
my  track  record  of  professionalism  and  high  technical  standards. 
A  number  of  "Civil"  assignments  were  completed  during  the  year. 
Notably: 

-  Crooked  S  Road  Upgrade  Review 

-  Locust  Lane  Upgrade  /  Extension 

-  Emery  Holt  Road  Upgrade  Review 

-  Stone  Arch  Bridge  Study 

-  Pettingill  Hill  Road  Study 

There  was  a  by-product  to  these  road  study  tasks.   A  "job 
pricing"  model  for  road  construction  was  prepared  for  the 
Selectmen  and  Highway  Department.   But  models  require  some 
standard  baseline  data  such  as  true  operating  costs  of  earth 
moving  machinery.   That  initiative  demonstrated  a  need  for 
improved  financial  management  and  data  control  plus  organization 
of  the  Town  Offices.   The  computer  facility  exists  with  suitable 
software.   It's  largely  a  matter  of  implementing  the  plan 
developed  a  few  years  ago. 

The  week-to-week  activity  increased  my  collaboration  with 
the  Technology  Transfer  Center,  Civil  Engineering  Department, 
UNH.   A  product  of  that  association  is  just  now  in  production  by 

TTC  "General  Specifications  for  Local  Road  Construction". 

Those  detailed  standards  will  be  the  basis  for  future  road  work 
in  towns  like  Lyndeborough.   They  fit  exactly  the  requirements  of 
our  road  codes . 

The  various  detailed  studies  mentioned  above  appeared  to 
have  some  commonality,  so  I  felt  oblided  to  probe  further.   I 
completed  a  personal  initiative  which  examined  the  general  nature 
of  the  Town's  highway  system  and  how  it  measures  against 
published  State  and  Town  Standards.   That  study  is  documented  in 
a  report,  provided  to  the  Selectmen,  too  cumbersome  to  be 
included  in  the  annual  Town  Report.   The  report  concentrates  on 
the  Town's  gravel  roads,  which  constitute  over  65%  of  our  56  mile 
network.   The  report  card  was  very  poor.   The  typical  12-13  foot 
travelways  (without  shoulders)  are  far  short  of  our  own  standards 
of  18  feet  plus  2  foot  shoulders!   The  details  of  equally  serious 
flaws  are  discussed  in  the  report.   Take  the  time  to  read  it. 

I  have  recommended  that  the  Town  strengthen  the  operation 
and  administration  of  the  Highway  Department  by  creating  the 
position  of  Superintendent  of  Roads.   With  some  Engineering 
background,  that  person  would  fill  the  present  void  of  proper 
planning,  estimating,  prioritizing  and  delegation  of  work.   A 
business  approach  to  budget  and  finance  matters  would  be  a  vital 
product. 

With  such  strength  in  place,  the  Town  should  then  develop  a 
long  term  plan  of  major  upgrades  to  its  road  system  and  implement 
it,  much  like  the  CIP.   I  have  been  continually  reminded  by  my 
professional  associates  of  the  vulnerability  of  the  Town  to 
litigation  resulting  from  a  road  mishap,  considering  the  highway 
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design  and  condition  that  prevail.   Timely  planning  and  action  is 

a  vital  part  of  the  solution.   Yes,  we  will  spend  some  money,  but 
that  will  be  a  lasting  investment. 

1  hope  that  I  have  met  the  goals  and  standards  that  you  had 
in  mind  for  this  appointed  position.

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RECYCLING  CENTER  REPORT 
1988 


Anyone  who  has  read  a  newspaper  this  past  year  couldn't  help 
but  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  solid  waste  crisis  this 
country  is  facing.  Those  of  you  who  use  the  Recycling  Center  can 
feel  especially  good  about  participating  in  one  of  the  solutions 
to  this  crisis. 

As  1988  comes  to  a  close,  so  has  another  successful  year  of 
recycling.  The  expanded  plastics  recycling  program  at  the  center 
has  kept  unnecessary  plastics  out  of  the  incinerable  waste 
stream.  The  new  steel  can  program  netted  the  center  $224. 
Although  this  seems  like  a  small  amount  for  your  efforts,  this  is 
the  first  time  in  many  years  we  have  not  paid  countless  dollars 
to  dispose  of  steel  cans.  Landfilling  cans  could  have  cost  as 
much  as  $3,600. 

The  Recycling  Center  earned  $41,000  in  1988  through  sale  of 
recyclables  and  other  income.  An  award  for  "Best  Drop-Off 
Recycling  Center"  was  presented  to  the  center  by  the  NHRRA  at 
their  annual  meeting  in  November.  Renewal  contracts  with  the  five 
other  participating  towns  are  due  in  1989. 

The  Recycling  Center  staff  would  like  to  thank  everyone  who 
uses  the  Center.  Only  through  your  participation  efforts  are  we 
able  to  share  the  progress  achieved  in  facing  a  difficult 
national  problem.  We  look  forward  to  1989  with  promise  and  your 
continuing  support.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
LYNDEBOROUGH  CENTRAL  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  fifth  report  to  the  District  for 
the  1987-88  school  year. 

The  school  year  began  with  118  students,  with  individual  grade 
enrollment  as  follows:  First  year  -  23,  Second  Grade  -  20,  Third 
Grade  -  19,  Fourth  Grade  -  22,  Fifth  Grade  -  14  and  Sixth  Grade  20. 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Kenne,  grade  5,  Mrs.  Muriel  pawlik.  First  year,  and 
Ms.  Mary  Poons,  grade  6  joined  the  Lyndeborough  Central  Staff. 

Mrs.  Barbara  Callaghan  resigned  her  position  as  principal  of  the 
school  this  past  summer  to  become  principal  of  another  elementary 
school.  Ms,  Gail  Hiltz  was  appointed  in  her  place  and  assumed  her 
duties  at  the  opening  of  school. 

At  its  annual  meeting,  the  school  district  approved  an  appro- 
priation of  $1,027,924.  This  budget  included  an  appropriation  of 
$550,000  to  add  two  classrooms,  a  multi-purpose  room,  office  space, 
full  roof  and  new  windows  to  the  Lyndeborough  Central  School  and  to 
remodel  the  basement  room,  converting  it  into  an  additional  classroom. 
Work  began  on  the  basement  room  as  soon  as  the  school  year  ended,  and 
the  project  was  completed  by  mid-August.  Construction  of  the  new 
addition  is  now  in  progress,  and  completion  of  the  total  project  is 
anticipated  this  spring.  This  addition  and  renovation  project  will 
greatly  improve  the  teaching-learning  environment  at  Lyndeborough 
Central  and  represents  a  giant  step  forward  for  Lyndeborough '  s 
educational  program.  On  behalf  of  the  Lyndeborough  teachers  and 
students,  I  want  to  thank  the  community  for  its  gratifying  and 
generous  support. 

Each  school  district  in  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  63 
approved  the  addition  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent  to  the  central 
office  staff  at  its  March  1988  meeting.  A  committee  of  School  Board 
members,  administrators  and  teachers  screened  more  than  forty 
candidates  for  the  position.  The  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  63 
Board  selected  Ms.  Francine  Fullam  for  the  position  from  among  three 
finalists.  Ms.  Fullam  assumed  her  responsibilities  August  1,  1988  and 
is  currently  participating  in  all  aspects  of  central  office 
administration. 

Summer  curriculum  work  by  the  Lyndeborough  teachers  focused  on 
health  education,  and  a  new  curriculum  outline  was  prepared  for  the 
current  year  in  that  subject. 

The  Lyndeborough  staff  and  students  continued  their  tradition  of 
a  Thanksgiving  Feast  and  an  end-of -school  field  day  along  with 
numerous  other  activities  throughout  the  year  including  a  ski  outing 
for  the  entire  school  at  Crotched  Mountain. 

Your  administration  looks  forward  to  working  with  the  school 
staff  and  community  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for  the 
children  of  Lyndeborough.  We  wish  to  thank  members  of  the  School 
Board  and  community  for  their  confidence  in  us  and  their  support  for 
our  efforts,

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
HILTON-LYNDEBOROOGB  COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  fifth  report  to  the  District  for 
the  1987-88   school   year. 

The  school  year  began  with  a  student  enrollment  of  284  students 
with  grade  enrollments  as  follows:  seventh  grade  -  44,  eighth  grade  - 
47,  ninth  grade  -  57,  tenth  grade  45,  eleventh  grade  -  49,  and  twelfth 
grade  -   42. 

New  staff  members   for   the   1987-88   school  year  were: 
Samuel    Allen-Special    Education,    Michael   Amichetti-English,   Douglas 
Casement,    Special    Education,    Katherine  Gellar-Husic,   John  payelian- 
Science,    Margaret   Picard-Guidance,    Betsielane    Sullivan-Math,    and 
Robin  Farmer-Math. 

Mr.  Robert  Hields  of  Lyndeborough  was  re-elected  to  the  School 
Board  for  a  3  year  term  and  Mr.  Otto  Hansen,  IV,  was  elected  as  Wilton 
Representative',  replacing  Richard  Rockwood.  Mr.  Harold  Melcher  was 
re-elected  Chairperson  and  Mrs.  Denise  Pox  was  re-elected  vice 
Chairperson.  Mrs.  Sandra  Lowery  was  re-appointed  Clerk.  Tricia 
Laflamme  was  elected  student  representative  to  the  School  Board  and 
Mrs.  Sally  Reynolds  was  elected  Treasurer,  replacing  Mr.  Lawrence 
Brown.  .  At  the  annual  meeting,  the  School  District  approved  an 
appropriation   of   $1,639,890. 

A  team  of  educators  representing  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  visited  the  school  for  three  days  in  the  spring 
of  1988  to  review  and  evaluate  the  school's  programs.  This  visit  was 
followed  by  a  comprehensive  report  from  the  visiting  team,  containing 
commendations  and  recommendations,  which  accredits  the  school  and  will 
provide  the  basis  for  school  improvement  planning  over  the  next  ten 
year  period.  The  Wilton-Lyndeborough  staff  and  administration  will 
report  back  to  the  accrediting  association  periodically  on  their 
progress  in  meeting  its  recommendations.  Preparation  for  the  visit 
required  nearly  two  years  of  work,  and  all  who  participated  felt  that 
it  was   a  very  worthwhile   growth  experience. 

Each  school  district  in  School  Administrative  Unit  No,  63 
approved  the  addition  of  an  Assistant  Superintendent  to  the  central 
office  staff  at  its  March  1988  meeting.  A  committee  of  School  Board 
members,  administrators  and  teachers  screened  more  than  forty 
candidates  for  the  position.  The  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  63 
Board  selected  Ms,  Francine  Fulia'm  for  the  position  from  among  three 
finalists.  Ms.  Fullam  assumed  her  responsibilities  August  1,  1988  and 
is  currently  participating  in  all  aspects  of  central  office 
administration. 

Your  School  Administration  looks  forward  to  working  with  the 
school  staff  and  community  to  provide  the  best  possible  education  for 
the  children  of  Wilton  and  Lyndeborough.  We  wish  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  School  Board  and  communities  for  their  confidence  in  us  and 
their   support   of   our   efforts.
